After  having  experienced  the  past  unfavorable 
season  corn  growers  in  this  latitude  need  hardly  be 
reminded  of  the  grave  importance  of  procuring 
Northern  grown  seed  corn  for  the  1919  sowing  from 
a source  known  to  be  thoroughly  reliable.  The  bulk 
of  our  stocks  have  grown  from  seed  of  our  own  selec- 
tion and  breeding,  and  the  crops  brought  to  maturity 
under  our  personal  supervision,  after  which  they 
were  gathered  early,  kiln  dried,  graded  and  tested, 
and  you  can  depend  on  these  different  varieties  pro- 
ducing a matured  crop  of  corn  next  fall  if  given  a 
reasonable  season  with  proper  cultivation. 

From  the  standpoint  of  a matured  crop,  the  North 
Dakota  and  Montana  seed  corn  of  1918  was  nearly 
a failure,  excepting  in  a few  counties,  due  to  ab- 
normally early  frosts.  However,  with  our  increased 
facilities  and  improved  methods  of  handling  and 
curing  we  have  succeeded  in  saving  limited  quan- 
tities of  this  Home  Grown  seed,  all  of  which  will 
show  strong  germination  and  is  sure  to  please 
thousands  of  most  exacting  customers. 

You  no  doubt  have  experimented  in  past  seasons 
with  Southern  grown  seed  corn  and  are  perfectly 
aware  of  the  extra  hazard  being  taken  in  planting 
any  other  than  the  Northern  grown  varieties,  so  to 
you  past  experimenters  let  us  appeal  again  this  sea- 
son that  you  do  not  be  fooled  by  this  seed  from 
the  Southern  and  Central  States.
